(UP!i — Two men in a small 
motorboat plunged over Niaga­ 
ra's Horseshoe Falls as hun­ 
dreds of weekend tourists and 
park officials watched helpless­ 
ly trom the banks. They were 
missing and presumed drow­ 
ned."I was standing there watch­ 
ing and I couldn't do a sweet 
damn thing about it," said 
Niagara Ontario Parks Com­ 
mission Constable Robert Har­ 
rison of the tragedy. 
"It made me sick.” said 
Wayne Farmer, a Niagara 
Falls, Ont., man who was 
fishing when the accident 
occurred Saturday. “I felt so 
helpless.” 
A park policeman said the 
search tor the bodies was a 
visual one due to the water's 
currents. 
"There are a number of 
whirlpools that could keep them 
under the falls or they could be 
nules away," he said. "It's just 
a question ol waiting lor the 
bodies to surface.” 
The 16-tool boat with a 40- 
horsepower motor drifted too 
close to the edge and got 
caught in the current. The 
thundering waters broke the 
boat apart and scattered pieces 
of it on both sides of the 200- 
toof tails. Police said only 
portions of the boat’s hull, a 
pair of life preservers, a ski 
and gasoline cans were sal­ 
vaged. 
On Sunday two Americans 
reported missing were thought, 
to be the victims. Niagara 
Frontier State Park Police said 
David Boyd, 29. Donald Walker, 
19. both of Niagara Falls. N.Y., 
were seen on the Niagara River 
Saturday in a boat matching 
the description of the one that 
went over the falls.

said.Lugar was dubbeu Nixon’s la- 
vorite mayor because he was 
one of the few Republicans to 
head a major city. 
But he told a baccalaureate 
service audience at Indiana Uni­ 
versity South Bend campus the 
President's Watergate transcripts 
show a pattern of “sorry con­ 
duct which is deeply disappoint­ 
ing" 
“I have traveled thousands ol 
miles to try to persuade other 
citizens to support his admini­ 
stration and all the promises 
for a better future which seem­ 
ed so apparent to me,” Lugar 
said. 
“But unknown to me and mill­ 
ions of people, the President 
elected to make tape recordings 


of his conversations, and he has 
now presented to the world hun­ 
dreds of pages of transcripts of 
those conversations. The Presi­ 
dent has recorded and revealed 
a moral and spirtua 1 tragedy.” 
“His potential for moral and 
spiritual leadership is severely 
diminished." said Lugar, a Re­ 
publican running for the Senate 
seat now held by Sen. Birch 
Bay h. D-Ind. 
“He has weakened the trust 
which 1 cherished in his words 
and deeds, and I am heartsick 
for him and tor our country." 
“Perhaps lus dark night of the 
soul has been similar to the na­ 
ture ot conduct m other seats 
of decision-making authority in 
this country,” I>ugar said.

Pennsylvania State Police 
reported no sign of a truck trig 
slowdown anywhere in the 
state. Checks of various truck 
stops indicated that trucks were 
rolling, although some traveled 
in convoys as a precaution. A 
trooper with a citizen's band 
radio said he overheard no 
positive allusions to a shutdown 
during conversations between 
drivers.

the effectiveness of the strike in 
Pennsy 1 va n ia wou 1 d deternune 
its strength nationwide, but in 
Utah, drivers voted to keep 
their rigs off the roads after 
midnight,. Some drivers else­ 
where made similar threats. 
Overdrive's editor, Michael 
Parkhurst, predicted Sunday 
night that more than 90,000 
drivers would start a nation­ 
wide strike at midnight. Me

attending a truckers’ meeting 
in Breeze wood. Pa., winch he 
had summoned to drum up 
support for the strike. 
Parkhurst claimed that “at 
least 500 drivers” were present 
at the meeting and that a 
majority favored the strike. 
Shapp, who spoke to the drivers 
by telephone from his Phila­ 
delphia home, said “fewer than 
20 per cent ol the 300“ truckers 
at the meeting voted for the 
shutdown. 


God on bended knees is not the 
hallmark of our time. But for 
the majority of the custodians 
of public and private institutions 
in our society, a high moral pur­ 
pose and standard of conduct 
does prevail. This high standard 
must be elevated and it must 
prevail as the norm. 
"President Nixon was confront­ 
ed with a tale of wrongdoing 
and he could not bring himself 
to cry out the need for moral 
reform. No one of us, confronted 
with the tragedy of conspicu­ 
ous national leadership can af- 
lord to take a similar course if 
we are to live with ourselves in 
a search for truth and find any 
degree ot success in living with 
others in the democracy we seek, 
to preserve and strengthen. 
"Even at this late hour, the 
President must seek forgive­ 
ness. toll the full truth, and re­ 
spect the law complete.” 
Lugar included, in the speech 
a lengthy quotation from Nixon's 
first inaugural address of Jan. 
20. 1969, quoted here only in 
part."We have found ourselves rich 
in goods, but ragged in spirit, 
reaching with magnificent pre­ 
cision for the moon, but falling 
into raucous disorder on earth. 
“We are caught in war, want­ 
ing peace. We are torn by divi­ 
sion. wanting unity. We see 
around us empty lives, wanting 
fulfillment. We see tasks that 
need doing, waiting for hands 
to do them. 
“To a crisis of the spirit, we 
need an answer of the spirit.” 
Lugar said the words are "set 
forth in a hook which he gave 
to me which bears a 'bookplate 
inscribed. ‘To Dick Lugar, with 
appreciation. Richard Nixon, pre­ 
sident of the United States.”’ 
"Others are preoccupied," 
said Lugar, “with questions of 
impeachment, potential criminal 
offense, possible impeachment 
of the President and just trial. 
I am equally concerned, now, 
about the salvation of the man.”

Peace In 
Mideast Has 
50-50 Chance

Taunted by a chorus of 
protesting demonstrators, U.S. 
Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger held the first ol two 
meetings with Israeli leaders 
today on bridging the negotiat­ 
ing gap with Syria over a 
military disengagement for the 
Golan Heights. 
U.S. officials with Kissinger 
put chances of reaching an 
agreement at about 50-50, hut in 
Washington White House offi­ 
cials said Kissinger was on the 
verge of a Middle East 
breakthrough and hinted a 
Syrian-Israeli troop separation 
accord might come this week. 
Israel was less optimistic. 
The Israeli cabinet met tor 
four hours alter a one-hour 
session between Kiss i ng er. M rs. 
Meir and their aides. A 
communique said the cabinet 
reviewed Kissinger’s disengage­ 
ment efforts. Kissinger planned 
to meet with the Israeli 
negotiators again at 6 p.m. 
(noon EDT). As the cabinet 
met, about 500 demonstrators 
gathered across the street 
protesting further concessions 
to the Syrians. 
Striding into the meeting at 
Mrs. Meir’s office, Kissinger 
glanced briefly in the direction 
of about 50 persons holding 
placards and chanting slogans 
150 feet away in a parking lot. 
The protestors, mostly settlers 
in Jewish outposts on the 
Heights, called him “Killinger” 
and other epithets. 
When the meeting broke up, 
Information Minister Shimon 
Peres and and Defense Minister 
Moshe Dayan walked over to 
the protestors and remonstrat­ 
ed with them to tone down their 
remarks about Kissinger. 
‘‘He doesn’t deserve it,” 
Peres said,., "It’s not polite.” 
Foreign Minister Abba Eban 
said the two sides broke off the 
talks to allow the cabinet to 
meet at noon. 
Kissinger had shuttled to 
Damascus on Sunday for talks 
with President Hafez Assad and 
returned to Israel Sunday night 
for today's meetings —the 16th 
day of his current mission He 
was expected to fly back to 
Damascus with the Israeli 
replies alter the cabinet mee­ 
ting. 
The Israeli press was less 
optimistic than the Americans 
traveling with Kissinger. The 
newspaper 
Ha’aretz 
quoted 
senior Israeli officials as saying 
Syria, had rejected the Israeli 
proposal for a disengagement 
line 
in 
the 
heights 
and 
demanded additional territory 
in the Quneitra region plus 
more villages along the 1967 
cease-fire line.

The subjects, with their 
authors, are: ‘The Kennedy Covered Bridge 
Builders, Barry Isaacs; ‘The Durbin Hotel’ 
Mary Alice Hall; The Life of J. R. Brown,’ 
‘Paul Bunyan Comes to Rushville’ and ‘Mr. 
Donald Myers,* all by Paula King; ‘Rush 
County Chautauqua,’ Joe Hogsett, and 
‘History of Arlington,* Rick Williams. 
“In this venture an effort is being made to 
preserve the feelings and observations of 
people and not to produce ‘a scholarly , exact 
historical document*. 
“Oral history is not intended to be a 
substitute for traditional research methods. 
It is new primary source material. 
“The group’s enthusiasm in this work may 
have been sparked by the acceptance by the 
Indiana Junior Historical Society of an oral 
history tape the students made in 1971-72 in 
that county—an interview with Clark Offutt.

The greatest tribute ever paid the Holy 
Spirit was given by Christ as recorded in John 
16:7, “It is expedient for you," He told His 
disciples, "that 1 go away: for if I go not 
away, the Comforter will not come unto you; 
but if I depart, I will send him unto you." 
Christ wanted His followers to be aware of 
the Holy Spirit. For only the Third Person of 
the Godhead could make Christ personally 
and spiritually real to their believing hearts. 
The Christianity of too many is limited to 
something intellectual, formal or cultural. it 
stops short of the experiential or the spiritual. 
Neither formal religion nor intellectual 
religion makes an essential place for the Holy 
Spirit. Only He can make Christ personal and 
spiritual and vital in our lives. 
Here in the sixteenth of John’s Gospel we 
are told of three important ministries of the 
Holy Spirit. "He will reprove the world of 
sin .. .because they believe not on me"; "He 
will reprove the world of righteousness. . be­ 
cause 1 go to my Father, and ye see me no 
more**; “ He will reprove the world of 
judgm ent.. .because the prince of this world 
is judged." (John 16:7-10). 
The word "reprove" here may be changed 
to “convict.” More is involved in this 
convicting process than a mere knowledge of 
wrongdoing on the part of the one convicted. 
A good conscience will itself tell one when he 
has done wrong. But the reproving ministry 
of the Holy Spirit is there described as having 
to do with the sin of not believing in Christ as 
Lord and Savior. This kind of spiritual 
conviction is pressed home to the soul in a

a responsible property 
o w n e r ;
